Modified Mint Shortage It«nn—Heney 


Mot Wanted—Permanently Billed— 
•Hut Bullion Shipment*— Runaway 
Convict!—Carson Bicyclers.

CABSON CITY, Nov., May 25,1895. 


No great degree of excitement ex- 


ists at the State Capital just now, the 
Mint shortage investigation having 
subsided out of 
sight, as it were. 


People who became quite* excited over 
the discovery and official developments 
begin to doubt whether it will ever 
materialize into anything tangible, or 
beyond what is already shown up. 
This aphethetio idea is considerably in- 
duced by the failure to arrest the ubiq> 
uitous Heney and bring him 
into 


court, which can be done if required 
He is only so far away that he can be 
brought back at a cost of $200 for 
traveling expenses, etc., and if assured 
of being given a fair show he will come 
himself, if he has to foot it, being tired 
of bin ostracised condition and willing 
to come home. But he is not like the 
Prodigal Son, he wants no fatted call 
served upon the occasion or any public 
ovation ai Sam Davis would make 
folks beliei e. Sam was a bit sarcastic 
in what he published a day or two ago 
on that proposition. Without Heney, 
Sam's ovation would be a failure, and 
therein applies the good old rule for 
cooking a rabbit—first catch your rab- 
bit. But it looks now as though neither 
side wants Heuey. He might bring 
this investigation to an end too sud' 
denly, and how not to do it seems the 
judicious proposition. 


What I stated in a former letter about 


Heney's barn having been investigated 
for traces of furnace, melting or re- 
torting apparatus was absolutely true, 
notwithstanding its denial. The earth 
was dug up in sundry places, and two 
good sized excavations, one of them 
two or three feet deep, remain to be 
teen. But as before remarked, noth- 
ing tangible was discovered, yet it 
showed evidence of commenable de- 
tective vigilance and sensible investi- 
gation in a proper direction. 


Another shipment of unparted bul- 


lion from the Carson Mint to the San 
Franoisco Mint was made last evening, 
the first for over two weeks. It con- 
sisted of eight leather sacks of shoe 
bars, ten in each sack, or eighty bars 
weighing 200 ounces each—total value 
$82,000. It is Comstook bullion, prin- 
cipally Con. Visginia, received since 
the refinery closed. No more is being 
received according to orders, therefore 
Comstook bullion has to be shipped 
direct to San Francisco instead of to 
this mint. 


The pov, arful and efficient steam en- 


gine furnishing the motive power of 
the Carson Mint for so many long 
years is idle now for the first time and 
ite bright parts are painted with par 
aflne to keep them from rusting in an- 
ticipation of a continued rest or re- 
moval elsewhere. 


Since the decision of the Supreme 


Court in Mrs. Hartley's case many 
people have been expecting her arrival 
on the passenger train or private con- 
veyance, ana special apartments are 
being elaborately prepared for her at 
the State Prison. But under the rule 
of the court she will not be brought 
here under fifteen days from the 
official publication of the decision, and 
not even then if her application for a 
rehearing should be granted. 


Two convicts just discharged from 


five years service in the State Prison, 
were arrested yesterday for riotous 
celebration of their freedom and sen- 
tenced to ten days in the county jail. 
Sheriff Kinney put them at work on 
the street at the further end ot town 
this morning after a good breakfast, 
but they ungratefully skipped out for 
parts unknown and are not likely to 
visit Carson again soon. 


The tramp, Williams, charged with 


the horrible murder of old Mrs Saar- 
man is being tried in Qenoa to-day. 
The evidence against him thus far aoes 
not amount to much.
